UAREZ (Mex.) April 2.—Torreon 
J fell completely into the hands of 

the rebels at 10:20 o'clock tonight, 
according to an announcement made 
here tonight by Gen. Venustiano 


Carranza. 

The news was first announced to 
the world when the bugler infront 
of Carranza’s residence biew the 
Staccato notes of victory. The pean, 
Carranza said, was sounded even be- 
fore it was heard in Torreon, Villa 
delaying out of compliment to his 


chief. 

The meager bulletins excitedly an- 
nouncing victory after the bloodiest 
series. of battles known ,to modern 
Mexico, said that Villa captured a 
large number of prisoners and thai 
the fleeing remnant was Leing pur- 
sued. 

Whether Velasco, the Federa! 
commander, was captured was not 
stated. There was heavy fighting to- 
day. it ia sald, and the end came 
when, after capturing the three re- 
maining barracks hel din the city by 
the Federals, the rebels stormed the 
trenches and barbed-wire er.tangle- 
ments of Canon del Guarache.

FIRE IN-ST. AUGUSTINE 


"Cy T. AUGUSTINE (Fia.) April 2.— 
Historic St. Augustine, the oldest 
city in the United States, today 

Was swept by a half-million-dollar 
fire that destroyed five tourist hotels 
and burned records and curios dating 
back to the days of Spanish rule in 
the sixteenth century. Two persons 
were seriously. injured. 

Guests in the hotels fied into the 
street before daybreak, many leaving 
valuables and personal belongings be- 
hind. Several escaped, clad only in 
their sleeping raiment. 

Rescue work by employees of the 
Florida )House, where the fire 
originated, is believed to have saved 
many lives. Going through the

FOR RAILROAD BUILDING. 


Portland Firm Has Contracts for Construction Work / 
Amounting to Many Millions of Dollars in Southern 
British Columbia and Washington State—The Kettle: 
Valley Line Is the Principal Project. 


ORTLAND (Or.) April 2.—Ralil- 

road constructiqn at work in vari- 

ous parts of the northwest now 
under contract by Guthrie, McDougall 
& Co., of Portland, will call for the 
employment within the next three 
weeks of thousands of men and will 
necessitate the expenditure of many 
millions of dollars. 

Although none of this work is t6 
be done in the immediate vicinity of 
Portiand, but most of it in British 
Columbia and State of Washington, 
the work is directed from the Port- 
land office and the construction 
camps are outfitted and most of the 
supplies are purchased here. . 

KETTLE VALLEY LINE. 

The principal project now under 
contract by this company is the con- 
struction of the Kettle Valley Rail- 
road in Southern British Columbia. 
While this road is to be only thirty- 
five miles long, it must be built 
through a rough, mountainous coun- 
try and will require a heavy force 
of men. . 

WILL BMPLOY ALL MEN. 

“We will employ all the men we 
can get,” said Natt McDougall, head 
of the company, today. “While we 
doubtless will be able to get men 
right on the ground, we will take 
them from Portland if they have any 
means of getting to the camps. We 
cannot furnish them with transpor- 


tation.”

DATES BACK TO THE DAYS OF 
SPANISH DISCOVERERS. 


—- 


Now a Noted Florida Coast Resort 
It Has Had Many Exciting Epi- 
sodes, Having Been Scene of In- 
dian Massacre and Was Once 


St. Augustine is the county seat of 
St. John’s county, Florida, in the 
northeast part of the State, about 
thirty-six miles southeast of Jackson- 
ville. The population, including 
1735 negroes, in 1910 was 5404. Many 
of the native whites are descendants 
of those Minorcans who were Settled 
at New Smyrna, Fla, by Andrew 
Turnbull in 1769, and subsequently 
removed to St. Augustine. St. Aug- 
ustine is_served by the Florida East 
Coast Railway, an inland waterway 
from the St. John’s River to the 
Florida Keys. 

The city stands on a narrow, sandy 
peninsula, about twelve feet above 
the -sea, formed by the Matanzas and 
the San Sebastian rivers, and is aepa- 
rated from the ocean by the northern 
end of Anastasia Island. St. George, 
the chief street in 8t. Augustine, is 
only seventeen feet wide, and Treas- 
ury street, at its east end, is an alley 
across which two people may clasp 
hands. There are many old houges, 
some of which have balconies pro- 
jecting over the streets. At its north- 
ern end is the old fort of Ban Marco 
(new named Ft. Marion in honor of 
Gen. .Francis Marion,) « well-pre- 
served specimen of Spanswsh military 
architecture begun, it is supposed, 
about 1646 and finished in 1756. The 
St. Francis barracks ‘now the State 
Arsenal) occupy the site of the old 
Franciscan convent, whose walls still 
remain as the first story. ; 

In the military cemetery are buried 
a number of soldiers who were mas- 
sacred by the Seminoles near the 
Great Wahoo Swamp on the 28th of 
August, 1835.

markable growth of business, both 
and density, which ordi- 
marily under the law of increasing 
returns should have materially im- 
proved the position of its owners. 

But as a matter of fact, the re- 
turn on property investment in 1913 
was only 5.48 per cent. as against 
56.45 per cent.;in 1898, and further- 
more was the smallest return in any 
of the fifteen years of the period; the 
percentage of net corporate income 
(plus interest on funded debt) on to- 
tal capital obligations in 1913 was 
but 6.88 per cent. against 645 per 
cent. In 1898 and with the exception 
of the year 1899, it is the lowest of 
any year in the fifteen-year period; 
the net corporate income per cent. on 
capital stock outstanding held by the 
public in 1913 was only 9.64 per cent. 
against 8.53 per cent. in 18898 and 
here also the 1913 figure is the lowest 
for any year in the fifteen-year pe- 
riod, with the single exception of 
1899, when the figure was 8.94 per 
cent. 

“The conclusion to be drawn from 
these facts is that the increase of 
expenses and other outlays beyond 
the company’s power to control and 
finally overcome the advantages thus 
far realized of advanced rates, aboli- 
tion of rebates, increased volume and 
of business, large expendi- 
ture of capital and improvement of 
Plant and methods. The company 
now is confronted by a rapidiy-de- 
creasing rate of return on property 
investment and capital obligations 
and is unable to offset these tenden- 
cles by any mefhods which it can at 
present apply. or which seem to be 


practically possible other than an 
advance in rates.” 
ANSWERS QUESTIONS. 


Mr. Rea was closely examined by 
the commission and counsel. In re- 
sponse to an inquiry by Commiasioner 
Clark as to what had caused the net 
decrease in operating revenues of 
about $4,000,000 in the eight months 
of the present fiscal year as compared 
with the corresponding period of last 
year, the witness said: 

“A falling off of tonnage and an in-‘ 
crease of expenses of operation: The 
latter was due to higher ware ad. 
justments, the semi-monthly pay law 
extra crew laws, limited hours 
service law, increased cost of fue! 
and general increase in cost of train 
operation. n our linet east of 
Pittsburgh, these increases aggregated 
$3.433.700 during the first seven 
months of the present fiecal year.” 

IN RELATION TO CO6L. 

Mr. Johnson, counsel for the Pitt«- 
burgh Coal Company, asked a series 
of questions designed to develop the 
rallroad’s profit in transporting coal! 
and to ascertain whether, in the opin- 
ion of the witness, the proposed ad- 
vance ought to apply to coal. 

“In making our application for an 
increase of 5 per cent. In rates.” Mr. 
Rea said, “we regarded tt as the only 
way in which we might obtain an 
increase. The carriers have asked 
for a hortrontal of alii 
freight rates. We can not separate 
commodities. We deal and can deal 
only with averages. The fundamenta! 
question te whether we shall go ahead 
or go backward We have asked for 
the increase and the anewer must be 
given by the commission.” 

PASSENGER TRAFFIC. 
Mr. Bran@els asked about returns 
upon pessenger traffic. 

“It probably is a fair conclusion.” 
the witness eaid, “that there i« a com- 
paratively inaignificant return on 
capital devoted to passenger business 
Precisely what the return is I cannot 
say. I always have felt that the re- 
turns on passenger traffic were too 
amatl. but we are obliged to conform 
to State laws which are controlling 
as to passenger fares. We have been 
forced recentiy to make retrench- 
ments—in our passenrer -*rfervice 
amounting to about 5 per cent. on 
lines east of Pitteburch. because of 
a falling off of business.” 

MAINTENANCE. 

Roth Mr. Thorne and Mr. T.von, 
as counsel in the case, questioned Mr 
Rea as to the recent large expend!i- 
tures of the Pennsylvania for main- 
tenance and why such charges ha* 
greatly increased. 

Mr. Rea replied that maintenance 
charges naturally varied from vyeer 
to vear: tn lean traffic vears being 
lem: and in great traffic years more 
“In 1908. for instance.” he sald, “we 
aid not buy a #ingle rail, because of 
the panic of 1907. That was a mi-- 
take. and it will not be -epeated. Soe 
long as I remhkin president of t'.« 
Pennsvivania the property will be well 
maintained. whether our business -s 
good or bad.”

EIGHTY MILLIONS 
LOST IN SEALS. 


Ex-Secretary Nagel Accused 
of Allowing Slaughter. 


Charges Will Also Involve 
David Starr Jordan, 


Conditions in the Pribilof 
Islands Under Fire. 


(SY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE } 

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, April 2.——-Charges that 
Charlies Nagel, former Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor, knowingly per- 
mitted violations of the Federal fur 
seal act, resulting in the killing of 
thousands of seals illegally, will be 
presented to the House tomorrow by 
Congressman Rothermel of Pennsy!l- 
vania, in a report from the Commit- 
tee on Expenditures in the Depart- 


‘ment of Commerce. 


Further charges in the report are 
that the government has lost over 
$80,000,000 in the last forty years 
by leasing rights to the Alaska seal 
islands; that during the period from 
1890 to 1910 the government paid out 
close to $2,000,000, aiding the North 
American Commercial Company to 
kill fur seals: that the late Senator 
Stephen KB. Elking was interested in 
this company; that conditions in the 
seal islands were deliberately misrep- 
resented by David Starr Jordan, after 
an investigation by him, and that the 
seal herds have been reduced from 
Close to 6,000,000 in 1870 to 133,000 
in 1910. as a reeult of illegal killing 
by eubsidized companies. 

The committee recommends that 
the Attorney-General proceed imme- 
diately to collect the $500,000 bond 
of the North American Commercial 
Company, which held the lease from 
1890 to 1910. The late Senatur Fikins 
was interested in this company and 
was one of the sureties on the bond. 
The Attorney-Genenmhl ia advised to 
start proceedings to’ recover damagr. 
from Isnac Liebes, president of the 
company, his associates and assignees, 
for illegal killing of seals. The 
amount involved is to be left to the 


Attorney-General's discretion after a 
thorough investigation. 


FROM THE REPORT. 

“The record of forty years of leas- 
ing.” save the report, “discloses the 
fact that the government has suffered 
a property iogs of not less than $80,- 
6070,000, caused by the almost com- 
plete commercial ruin of the seal 
herd.” 

The profits to the private contract- 
ore on the first twenty years of leas- 
ing amounted to $18,750,000, and to 
the government but $5,000,000. On

The committee further charges that 
Nagel ordered a report on the seal 
islands. and when it was made sub- 


stituted another, denying ite findings 


abeolutely. Government agents in the 
islands are accused of having aided 
the private concerns, and Nagel “sent 
to the islands the same government 
offictala, who again killed yearling 
seals in violation of law, as was done 
In conjunction with the sealing com- 
pany,” according to the report. 

As to Dr. Jordan, the committee 
reports that he and his associates 
prepared a false report to “shield and 
conceal the truth aa to the ruinous 
work of land killing by the leasees 
on the Pribilof Islands.”

With the annexation of San Pedro the 
city obligated itself to spend $10,000,000 in 
the development of the harbor between 
19098 and 1919, a million a year. Half of 
that has been spent in half of the time, and 
when the occasion demands, the same spirit 
that was behind the earlier bond issues will 
dominate the coming ones and the people's 
promise will be kept. 

Today there is $2,500,000 in the treasury 
raised by bonds voted last year. The pres 
ent work will go on, the expansion will be 
taken care of to meet the growing volume 
of traffic. 

The harbor never will be completed. 
There is né such thing as completion of the 
harbor, for, as the facilities are demanded 
by the expanding volume of business, they 
will be added to the harbor’s assets. 
Wharves, warehouses and terminals wiil be 
built as dredging and reclamation work go 
op to handle the tremendous commerce that 
is to come from the eastern seaboard and 
from foreign ports. Six steamship lines will 
send their vessels through the canal, and 
new channels of trade must be adjusted. 

There may be no immediate great rush of 
world commerce through the canal, as the 
great companies are lik>ly to wait develop- 
ments and watch results. A readjustment 
of the common channels of sea trade will 
eventually come, and the port of Los Ange- 
les, the only important seaport near the 
canal on the Pacific side, will reap a won- 
dGerful benefit beyond all doubt. 

All of that being trye and the harbor be- 
ing now in readiness for business, the op 
portunity for further preparation is at hand. 
The programme for handling freight, the 
cost of tonnage, the genera! traffic plan and 
many other important features vital to the 
administration of the harbor have not yet 
been agreed upon.

Mr. Matson, well informed upon the ad- 
vantages and needs of the harbor, has urged 
for nearly a year that the city name a traf- 
fic manager who may lay the foundation 
for the business system by which the harbor 
shall be conducted. It seems that this is 
the harbor’s greatest need at present. The 
experting work that is necessary to start 
the system of books should have been done 
long ago. 

But in the light of the larger successes 
that have been achieved expeditiously and 
judiciously in the making of the harbor 
there is every reason to believe that this 
need will be attended to with dispatch, and 
that the whole machinery of the port will 
be complete and ready for whatever may 
come when the canal is open to the com- 
merce of the seas.

A minimum wace law for women would 
prove a benefaction to housekeepers, for ft 
would cause the discharge of shop giris 
and apprentices and women workers by 
employers who could not afford to pay the 
high minimum wage that might be fixed by 
law. 

It is the experience of all countries in 
which a minimum wage law has been enact- 
ed that the result has been to make the 
minimum wagg the maximum wage as well, 
with the further consequence of lessening 
opportunities of employment for only the 
half-skilled.

ARE WE PAGANS? 


BY KATHERINE THOMPSON VON BLON. 


The world today is in the throes of a 
great spiritua!] birth. Everything presages 
it. The fact that the writers of the day 
expatiate and the orators descant upon 
the gross materiality of the age is one of 
tLe surest proofs of a greater spirituality to 
come. Isn't one stage of evolution, or one 
phase of civilization, followed almost in- 
variably by its absolute opposite? The 
stagnation of one force, while another is 
allowed to develop, is almost sure to cause 
a great revulsion of feeling. While the 
superficial thinker sees in all this mate 
rialism only a reversion to grosser things, 
the philosophers are already finding in it a 
stepping-stone to a larger spiritual life. Al 
ready there is a groping. a reaching out 
for the higher, finer things of life. . 
Despite the fact that the college and 
broader education is tending toward agno® 
ticism, still there is evident a strong de- 
sire, in fact it almost amounts to a burn- 
ing passion, for an insight into the white 
light of a higher Christianity. 

The general trend of today’s religious fer- 
vor and energy seems to turn inward. In- 
trospection is far commoner than it was 
twenty-five years ago, for all the fact that 
materiality rules the world, and the age is 
set down to be one in which the man of ac- 
tion, and not the thinker or philosopher, is 
the presiding genius.

While the 
followers sought material freedom, they did 
not seek to burst the bonds of church con- 
vention. With the larger freedom of race 
thought and the great vista of power over 
material resources, which is the prerogative 
of the modern, has come a desire for free 
dom of spiritual thought. Individuals not 
satisfied with the regulations which the 
church sets down and not satisfied with an 
adherence only to the letter of the law sub- 
ject themselves to rigorous self-examina- 
tion, even soul searchings. All this explora- 
tion after inner light will undubitably bring 
about a spiritual uplift.

Surely the exquisite rose, bearing the soft 
radiance of the dawn upon its dewy petal 
and exuding its delicate perfume abroad, is 
a worthy messenger of divinity. No ill can 
spring from the joy which wells up in the 
human heart at sight of this glorious crea- 
tion. And if we search with the truly dis- 
cerning eye we shall inevitably find beauty 
even in the most unpromising soil. But 
yesterday I plucked a rose, whose outer pet- 
als were destroyed and marred. My  fin- 
gers unconsciously pulled aside the frayed 
petals and there within disclosed was a 
radiance pure, fresh, uncontaminated. A 
siden glow suffused the center; a roseate 
hu. of exquisite transparency met my de 
lighted eyes.

And we may bring to light the beauty in 
every human being if we but search. Un- 
told wealth In joy and happiness awaits him 
who explores beneath the surface of things, 
ransacking for the bit of gold, the pearl of 


great price.

If 
we are drawn toward these qualities, which 
are surely nothing less than a manifesta- 
tion, a flowering of the Inner soul, what a 
tribute to the Creator! . 

Who can gainsay that we are living in 
the midst of the egr@atest civilization 
achieved by man, and yet, at that, ft leaves 
much to be desired. Im our great thirst for 
power, for the conquest of all material 
things, have we perhaps missed a higher 
goal? Do we actually engeavor to bring the 
truest, finest things of the art, of the litera- 
ture of the generations past into our own 
modern life? Do we mold the nobility of 
the past into being, with the light of our 
modern intelligence as the leaven? Rather 
drunk with the sheer glory of our conquest 
over all nature, we are too well satisfied 
with the present conditions and with our 
part in this momentous age. — 

Who can blame us’ 

What if we afé inclined to exaggerate our 
importance in the scheme of things? Per- 
haps, after all, we are right, for in the sight 
of God all men are equal. r

OUTLINES CASE. 

Deputy District Attorney Veitch in 
his opening address to the jury said 
that the State would attempt to prove 
that the defendant had been very 
perefetent In bis attention to Mrs. 
Vorndam, despite her attempts to 
avoid him. On the afternoon of Oc- 
tober 27 she, accompanied by Mrs.

sion apartments under the name of J. 
Wiison. He was assigned to apartment 
19h. which was just across the hall 
from that occupied by Mrs. Vorndam. 

At 3 o'clock on the morning of Oc- 
tober 29, the landlord, J. B. Elmore, 
heard the sound of breaking glass, 
and going upstairs found Cabral juert 
eutaide hts door. Cabral said that he 
had accidentally broken the door. At 
s o'clock on this same morring Mrs. 
Reynolds returned to the Mission 
apartments, where she found that her 
door was still locked, but tpat Ca- 
bral’s door was ajar. 

She pushed it open and entered to 
find Mrs. Vorndam lying on the bed 
in a natural and relaxed position, 
dead. The room was not disturbed, 
although there was an ornament of 
Mrs. Vorndam’s lying in the middie 
of the room. 

Veitch said that the State consid- 
ered the evidence as outlined about 
to be so conclusive as, to warrant 
them in asking for the extreme pen- 
alty.

(SY A FP. NIGHT WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 3.—Drafts, 
money orders and naval paymaster’s 
checks, aggregating approximately 
$4000, were stolen from the mailroom 
of the Oceanic Steamship Company's 
liner Ventura by David Williams, an 
Australian mess boy, 24 years old, ac- 
cording to postal inspectors. while the 
Ventura, which arrived here March 
26, was three days from port. Infor- 
mation that a mail sack had disap- 
peared was sent to the posta! authori- 
ties In advance by wireless, and in- 
spectors have. been working on the 
case. Wililarfis was arrested today 
and confessed.

Woman Decides to Dismiss 
Abandonment Charge. 


Was Unwilling to Rake Up 
Old Family Skeleton. 


Feared Notoriety Would Kill 
Mother and Sister.

THE TIMES, April 2.—The first legal 
clash in which he was involved by 
charges of abandoning his wife and 
obtaining money by passing a worth- 
less draft, resulted today in a victory 
for Walter Greer Campbell, in Judge 


| Deasy’s court, when W. W. Sander- 


son, counsel for Mre. Susan Barth 
Campbell, asked that her charge of 
abandonment be dismissed. The re- 
quest wae granted when Sanderson 
explained that Mrs. Susan Campbell 
feared the notoriety would kill her 
mother and her sister, should she con- 
tinue the case that promised to muck- 
rake the family history for twenty 
years. 

Previous to the dismissal of that 
charge the case, arising out of the 
worthiess draft for $250, given to the 
Hotel Sutter by Campbell, was con- 
tinued unti] Saturday to give a Chi- 
cago witness time to reach San Fran- 


cisco. 

The dismissal of the abandonment 
cage came only after a wordy war in 
Judge Deasy's chambers, in which 
Sanderson, for the woman, and At- 
torney Algernon Crofton, for Camp- 
bell, were the principals. When they 
came into court Aast. Dist.-Atty. Cau- 


Campbell. Sanderson agreed to bring 
her in the afternoon, ‘ 

At 2 o'clock Mrs. Susan Campbell 
appeared, and Sanderson again asked 
for a dismissal, the woman etating 
that she did not care to press the 
charge. 

Then followed the second. stormy 
scene of the day, tn which Crofton 
told Sanderson that he had a number 
of cancelled checks given to Mrs. 
Campbell by certain men. 

One of the checks exhibited by 
Crofton, he admitted later, was signed 
by a Maj. 

“Crofton may have had a lIot of 
checks cashed by Mre. Campbell and 
signed by various men.” said Sander- 
gon, “but they were all the result -f 
scores of business deals itn which she 
engaged from time to time. 

“For instance, their charges of an 
attempt to induce Maj. Bartlett to en- 
gage in a blackmailing scheme for 
$2500 is easily explained. Mrs. Camp- 
bell did ask Bartlett to co Bast and 
find Campbell and try to make him do 
the right thing by her. A wife can- 
not extort money from her husband. 
Bartlett did not continue in the case 
and sent back a check——the one they 
display so proudly. 

“Mrs. Campbell is a weak woman 
and she has no money. Nor does she 
care to rake over the coals of the 
past twenty years, if only because of 
her sister and aged mother. Person- 
ally, I would have gone on with the 
cage, but under the conditions I could 
do nothing eles. However, had 
known these things weuld be bared 
anyhow, I would have fought it all 
out.”
